The bill on the files of the House st the
time the *‘Comicrence Report” appeared
was Fu bill to regulste the production of
nutural gas and preveut its waste. The bill
proposed by Mr. Delamater’s “‘Conterence
Report” would have been appropriately en-
titled “An mct to prevent land owners in
the matural gas regions of this State from
marketing their product or realizing the
value thereof, and to eonble gas companies
operating territory in this Commonwealth
to obtain the gas from adjoining lauds with-
out paying for the same.”™

Some Further Leghvlailive History.

Mr. Delamster's “Conference Report™
was placed on members’ desks in the House
by the pages during the adjournment for
supper, evening of May 18, he House re-
opened at 8 o'clock P. M. A message from
the Senate was received, and two l::lll_n wore
passed finally making an appropriation !ar
theereotion of monuments to Generals Meade
and Hancock; and the second relating to
the issue of judgments,

Then Mr. Faunece rose to a question of
privilege, (page 2780 Legislative Record)
the “*Conference lieport'' having been dis-
vovered,

About this time Mr, Delamater rose to a
uestion of privilege in the Senate (see
Legisiative Record, page 2717) and made his

expianation of the *‘Conference Report.”
He was interrogated by Mr. McAleer, who
wanted to koow by what authority and by
whom the Committee of Conlerence, named
in the report, had been appointed. Mr.
Delamater here admitted that no committes
had been appointed. It was of his own
makiog. He had signed the names of other
gentlemen to what purported to be an official
rapcr without tueir advice or consent. Par-
inmentarian Thomas V. Cooper, fearing the
disclosures and results of further discussion,
here moved, at 907 P. M., that a recess be
taken of ten minutes. (Legislative Record,
page 2715.)

Beuate bill 196 passed second reading in
the House May 16, 1887 ( Legisiative Record,
page 2879-2581), and wus amended, It is
there recited with amendments, Passed sec-
ond reading in the Senate March 22, and is
there recited by sections in itsoriginal form,
( Legislative Record, page B95.)

The Featarcs of the Measnre,

Briefly, the provisions of the bill intro-
duced by Mr. Delamater, required all wells
drilled iu future, from whien oil was not be-
ing saved, to be shut in =o as to prevent the
escape of any gas; the exelusion of water
from the producing rock by casing or pack-
ing, and provided severe penalties for the
enloreewment of the provisions. The bill was
amended in the Senrte commitiee To pro-
vide simpl{ jor the shutting in the pas and
so the bill eame to the House. In the
Hounse it was amended to apply to wells
drilled before as well as after the passage of
the act. A gas well was defined a2 a8 well
producing gas without oil. The amended
bill provaded, first, for the abotting in of all
gas wells to prevent the waste of gas in case
of the failure of the owners to shut in sueb
wells, Injured persons or companies were
empowered to shat in the wells, Anund final-
Iy provision was made for the payment of
damages to be adjudged by the Court to the
owner of any well so shut in for the loss of
his gas.

The bill of the confefence report changed
the definition of a gas well to be one pro-
ducing “gas at a pressure ol 20 pounds
whether producing oil or not, provided for
shutling in of every such well, and shutting
the water from the sand by casing or pack-
ing, and for preventing sny waste of gas
from either wells or pipe lines and providing
pennities for violation.

A Very Deciced Change.

Tt will be noted thatall the provisions
protecting land owners in the vicinity of
territory operated by supply companies were
carelully exeluded from the conference re-
port, leaving only the objectionable features
of Mr. Delamater's original all, with l,
addition of snunihilating the provision et
cmpting wells producing ol from the gen-
eral provisions of the bill. Thus, it may be
scen the conference report is as monstrous in
itself as the manper of ils making and the
intention to foist it on the Legislature.

Now the question arises, did the signing
or the procaring to be signed the pames of
the members of the House, to the Confer.
ence Committes report, constitute a lorgery?

The State Printer, under his contract ana
the rules of the Legislature, is only eutitled
to receive and print what has the official
sanction of the Senate or House, or the com-
wmittees of those bodies. The State Prioter
would not be entitled to print, and wounld
pot wrint, & Couference Commitiee report
which did not bear the signstures of the
members of the committee, Elncﬁl therean
by themselves, or with their knowledge and
asseol.

Three Fictitions Signntures.

In this case the names of Hon. John E.
Faunce, Hon. George 8. Criswell and Hon,
F. R. Nichols, of the Honse, were placed to
this paper without their knowledge or con-
sent, and the Btate Printer misled into
printing and charging to the State this con-

ference report as an official document. In
every essential feature it was a forgery, It
is idle to say that it was not intended that

these reports should be placed upon the
desks of members, As well might a man
who had writien another man’s nume on a
promissory note, withnut his knowledge and
consent, und rgntleu the money on it from
the cashier of a bank, plead that be in-
tended to induce the man whose name he
had forged, to give him a mote for a like
stm, and io some manner substitute the
gennine note for the spurions one. This is
the kind of ethics thrat considers the moral
turpitunde of an action to rest solely in its
discovery.

Now I have di of the charges I
made against Mr, ater; baving
dueed sufficient evidence, to make it eclear
to a fair-minded people, that he is guilty of
each and all of them and that he is sn unfit
person to administer public matters,

I suy sufficient, because there are multi-
plied pages o! direct testimony that can be
piled ap agaiost him, in jurther support of
these charges of crime, if he would but take
the matter into the courts. Lipes will there
unseal which now reinse to open; some from
fear and others because of & mistaken deli-
cacy they feel 1n meddling in a neighber's
personsl affairs,

F. AND M. BANK AFFAIRS,

BILL OF EXCEPTIONS FILED AGAINST
THE ASSIGNEES.

Mony Large Items That Are Allrged to
Have Been Left Ooi of the Secend
Account Filed—A New Sintement Is
Now Demanded.

Attorneys J. 8, and E. G. Farguson yes-
terday filed exceptions to the second account
of the assignees of the Farmers and Me-
chauics' Bank, of the Bounthside. The ex-
ceptions were on the part of H. C. Gearing,
A. Weinman, Georre Levy, Dennis Doran,
Philip Banmgart, John Rudolph, William
Westhoff, C. Westhoff, Mary Weing, Mary
Ferell, G. A. Sexauer, Henry Shephard,
John Riebeck, John Fox and J. N, Jarreit,
creditors of the bank. A number of items
in the account were excepted to and omis-
gions alleged.

The assignees, it was stated, admitted
that they had received three dividends from
the Fidelity National Bank of Cincinnati,
0., but they have not charged themselves
with the first dividend, §257 98, The as-
signees; it was also claimed, received from
H. F. Voight, as part of the ssseis of the
bank, promissory notes made by William
Bose‘)nn:h for §6,000, long sicce due and
collectable, but the assigoees have not
charged themselves with it, and the amount
should be charged to them with interest. It
was further stated that the assignees held
notes of F. Nicholas, part of the assets,
smounting to $2,075, secured by a good
morigage. They assigned the morigage to
Charies Bossert, and ought to have re-
ceived the full amount. They have oniy
accounted for 1,600, and it is asked that
they be surcharged with the balance, $475,
with interest. They also did mnot aceonnt
for the mortgzge of Ignats Saner for §367,
which was among the assets coming into
their hands, nor for the interest received by
them on the mortgupe of Fred Briggs,
amonnting to about $310. Thers was no
accounting of the price obtained for the in-
ventoried real estate of the bank in full.
An jinspection of the necounts shows that
they received at least §1,501 more than they
accounted for,

They also bave nol charged themselves
with at least $12931 97 cellected and re-
ceived by them from bills receivable and
inventories as good. An inspestion of the
accounts will show, it in alleged, that out
of the inventoried smount, $62,055 10,
they  return as  still  on hand
35,200 28, leaving as collected the sum of
$£26,804 82 and interest, and of this amount
they only aceonut for £13,270 99, They did
not fully account for all interest received by
them on the assets in their hands. They
also have not aseccounted for the proceeds of
real estate sold by them to William Wig-
man, being part of the Voight, Ward & Co.
real estate acquired by the assicnees. The
amount of Wigman's bid was £9,200, but he
purchased for J. H. Borg, one ot the assig-
nee's, and the sale was so made after the as-
signees had been offered §11,000 for the prop-
erty. The excentants elaim that the assig-
nees should aceount on this item for $11,000.

Objections wero made fo the payments of
$75 10 C. W, Hubbell and $100 to J. A. Me-
Kee for copying sceounts, as mnot proper
itews of credit. It was further elaimed that
the accountants have not accounted for all
the asseis of the bank coming into their
hands and couverted into cash by them; nor
have they charged themselves with cash
realized by them out of the assets of Voight,
Ward & Co.

In conclusion it was asserted that the pe-
eounts are not so stated as to be readily in-
telligible and the exceptants insisted that
a statement shonld be made in the natore of
a cash account, showing the cash received
and from whom and whon, and the cash ex-
pended.

Ancient Bolivian Ruins of a Most
Interesting Character,

E®MARKABLE MOUNDS ARD WALLS

Traits of the Llama, a Strange and Use
Beast. .

A PECULIAR MATERIAL POR PUEL

JCORRESPONDENCE OF THE DISPATOR.;

LA Paz, August 21.—The traveler should
not bid goodby to Bolivia withont having
paid some attention to an ancient town near
ithe morthesstern edge of Lake Titicaca,
which Professor Squier has dubbed *‘the
Baalbee of America.” Tt is named Ti-
shuanaco (pronounced Tee-ah-uba-nah-co),
and is believed by some scientists to be the
oldest collection of ruins on the hemisphere.
Al any rate it proves the existence of a race
so far ante-dating the time of the Ineas, that
all knowledge of it was lost before the
Spaniards came; for when the latter ques-
tioned the Indians of thove days about the
origin of these mighty monuments, they
were told that before ever the sun appeared
in the heavens, 8 race of giants inhabited
the earth for thousands of years; that they
grew 8o numerous the gods became jealous

appear to be the remains of huge buildings
are, in reality, some of the petrified giants
themselves,

This highly interesting place may be
easily reached on horseback from Chililaya;
and if visited during the westward jonrney
from La Paz, it is best to come to the former
village a day or two ahead of the diligencia,
50 a8 not to miss the weekly steamer and be
stranded too long on this desolate coast.

STRANGE ANCIENT RUINS.

Modern Tiahuanaeo contains nothing
whatever of interest except that its church
and many of its houses are built of beauti-
tully cut and polished stones taken from an-
cient temples and palaces. Even the pave-
ments of its streets and the bridges over
which we pass, are set with them. The tall
stone cross in iront of the church stands on
s lofty pedestal that is much better wrought
than the Catholic symbol above it, and ip-
scribed with uodecipherable hieroglyphiocs
—perhaps to other gods. The corral where
our animals arestalled has in its adobe walls
numerous blocks of slate-colored trachvte,
with snakes, toads and other mysterious
emblems carved upon them; in short, from
time out of mind the wonderful ruins have
served as an inexhaustible gquarry for the
lazy and ignorant people of &e villey.

¢ principal roins lie on a level plain
within walking distance from the village,
and cover an area of about three miles.
There are several artificial mounds made of
earth and stone, numerous edifices, and the
remains of massive walls that probably
served as foris or inclosures, The highest
of the mounds was onece terraced, each ter-
race supported by & wall of cut stone, and is
completely covered and surrounded by
raoins, with an enormons structure on top,
which modera visitors bave named “The
Fortress,"

Not far from this hill is the finest edifice
of all, so far as decoration is concerned,
now known as “The Temple.” It is 445
fect long, 388 feet wide, made of cut and
polished blocks of dark basalt, esch 30
inches thick. These stonas are sunk into
the earth, like gate posts, nobody knows to
what depth, the parts above gronnd vary-
ing in beight from 9 to 14 feet.

BTONES PINNED TOGETHER.

Those ancient architeets, whoever they
may Lave been, seem to have not under-
stood the use of mortar, or maybe they did
not need it, being able to build so well with-
out. Like King Solomon’s tewple, the
stones were all made to fit exactly into one
another, having round ho'es drilled into
the topand bottom of each, at corresponding
distances, into which bronze pins were
Ellod- Scattered all about are many

ighly polished blocks which appear never
to have been placed in position, indieating
that the builders were disturbed in their
work and left it incomplete.

Among the most beautifully seulptured
and curious relics is an enormons block of
sandstone, one single slab, 13 ieet & inches
long, 18 inches thick, and standiug s little
over 7 feet above the ground—which, though
badly cracked (the natives say by light-
nlugf. 18 still npright. It must be snnk
deeply into the earth, to have stood so long
withont external support; and was doubt-
less meant for s doorway, as it has a central
cutting 4 teet 6 inches high by 3 feet D
inches wide. Across the upper face above
this doorwny, figures-in low reliaf are
carved, which elosely resemble the seulpture
of Egrpt, and scientists say that a finer
Elena of catting in the same kind of stone,

y artisans, ancient or modern, eannot be
found anywhere in the world. Within the
temple inclosure is a horizontal slab, about
14 feet square, with a deep hollow in the
middle, cut out like a square trough, which
is supposed to have served in some ol the
ceremonies of sun worship. The great
temple is composed of huge blocks of red
sandstone, each 14 feet long and of cor-
responding width aund thickness, all pre-
cisely alike and cut and

LAID WITH NICEST CARE

This is the more remarkable, as those
early people must have been entirely un-
ncquainted with iron and steel, and could
bave had no mechanical apparatus for car-
rying or working heavy bodies, every bit of
the labor baving lo be aceomplished by
human strength. Nether could they have
bad any knowledge of gunpowder, or othsr
explosives; but that they were familinr with
the use of brousze 1s proved by the pins above
mentioned, and a few weapons that have
come to light. From some eliffs of red sand-
stone, more than 15 miles away, every one
of these enormous temple blocks must have
been carried; but no basalt nor trachyte is
found nearer than 40 miles.

There seems, besides, to havebeena
s prison, & hull of justice, and other instita-
tions, which show that the long-past race

some degree of civilization and re-
finement. None can gaze upon these monu-
ments without beiog filled with wonder con-
cerning the mysterious people who lived
and aied centuries before Columbus or an
other European had sought the Western
hemisphere. 1

The chuno festival is participated in b
all the Indians far and nesr, and is aen
ous mingling of the rites of the heathen
Incas and the ceremonies of the church,
Though antedsting the Christianization of
the ocountry, it is oarried on to-day under
the control of the priests who, through the
350 years that have intervened since the
conquest, have always found it expedient to
retain some traces of the ancient customs.

As in these regions Indians and llamas
are generally seen together, a description of
one animal without metion of the other
would be incomplete. One has never
seen & llama can hardly form an ideaof how
the strange little ereature looks, with the
head of a ecamel, the body of & deer, the
wool of a sheep, the hoofs of & mule and the
neighof & horse. It is found nowhere bat in
the Andes, and is the more interesting becanse
it is the only native domesticated animal
in Bouth America, the ox, horse, sheep, hog
and all others useful to man having been
brought originally from some other country.

average load of a mule ie 300 pounds. Oa
all the mountain roads leading from the
mines hundreds of 1lamas may be seen with
:.'l" of barills, ss the powdered ore is
led, fastened to pack saddles on their
backs by ropes made from their own wool,
which the Indians pull, spin and weave as
they walk along. Where the trails are dan-
erously narrow each troop is led by one
Tnving & bell attached to his neck, so that
travelers coming from the other &imﬂou
may be warned by the ringing to wait in

some place where there is room enoungh to
pass,
A PECULIAR ANIMAL,

None but Indians, shy as themselyes and

unhampered by the ways of eivilization, ean
manage llamas; and white men never at-
tempt il. Iian ounce more than 100 pounds
be added w0 his burden, the beast will lie
down and refuse to stir until the surplus is
removed; and whenever he is tired, burden
or no burden, he is bound to stretch out
until well rested. Meanwhile the patient
driver will halt all the rest of the flock and
lie down, too, waiting by the roadside until
the refractory animal is ready to move on.
An Indian never strikes his llamas, the ut-
mosl coercion he uses under any circum-
stances being a gentle push, Indeed he
takes better care of them than he does his
own children, perbaps with good reason,
since the four-footed animals are of more
value commercially. The latter are worth
alive about $7 apiece, but sell formore when
dead, in the shape of hides, meat and tal-
low. The batives prefer llama flesh, after it
has been frozen, to any other kind of meat,
and make great account of the tallow, which
is called sabo, using it for many purposés.
_ Male llamas oniy earry freight, the fe-
males being kept in corral for breeding pur-
poses. Soon as a young male is ready to
stand, he is trained to bear burdens, and ai
2 years old is put into an alquila, the usual
drove of 20 animals, To drive this nomber
easily, two persons are required. An Indian
will take his slquila, with 100 pounds piled
on the back ol “each, and, assisted by his
wife or child, will drive them a distance of
150 miles in 18 or 20 days. For this service
he charges st the rate ol 80 cents per diem to
each beast, Bolivisn cents, worth abous half
8s much as ours.

THE EXPENSE OF TRAVEL.

At this price he feeds himself and the ani-
mals, and furnishes the necessary ropes,
sicks and oticr equipments; reckoning 40
cents & day for the llamas, 20 cents for the
wear and tear of sacks and ropes, and 20
ceats for the food of himself and companero,
The sck in which he carriesgrain, ore, ete.,
costs in the currency of the country $1 25,
but will last a long time. Under this con-
tract he will sometimes make s journey of
two or three months’ duration, and save
money out of it.

The llama subsists upon & mountain
shrub or & species of tough, coarse grass
mixed with the sand in 'hilﬂl it grows. He
drinks almost no water and can travel
without food for a week, if given a square
meal at both ends of the journey. Ii tow
well fed, he is subject to a skin disease,
which invariably proves fatal. Some years
8go, in 1857, I believe, an effort was made
to introduce llamas into the United States;
but it could not be carried out, rineipally
becanse the food was too for them.
Seventy-iwo llamas were taken from Pern
to New York, Only 38 of that number sur-
vived the ses voyage and those were win-
tered on & Long Island farm—which cer-
tainly must have been cold enoungh for the
most fastidious animal of the Andes. In
the spring scarcely a dozen of these were
left slive; these were sold to museums aod
menageries and died at the first approach ot
warm weather,

A cireumst in er tion with this
singular animal shonld not be omitted, viz:
thatits dung is universally used for fuel in
Bolivia and mapy parts of Peru. It burns
as readily as wood, gives out a great deal of
heat, has no odor and can be bought at the
rate of 60 cents per hundredweight, there-
fore it is highly prized in treeless sections,
where coal costs from $35 to $48 per ton, and
the only other alternative is a kind of spongy
fungus that grows on the mountains,

A QUEER FPUEL SUPPLY.

A great deal of complaint is just now rife
in La Paz against the electric light com-

uy, the citizens asserting that so much
lama dung is consumed by its furnaces
that their supply of lood will soon be ex.
hausted. Koowing it to be in general use
in the kitchens of the country- the tourist
in these parts ceases to insist on
toast and broiled meats and becomes quite
willing to pat up with the eternal stews and
fries. The commercial name of the fuel is
taquia, and owing to the habits of the
animal, it is by no means dificult to gather.
For example, in eertain places along every
road where llamas are driven, always at the
foot of the hills and in these places only,
will taquia be found—not an atom of it any-
where eise lor miles around. The same is
true in eorrals and fields where the animals
groze, each invariably adding hisown quota
to the general accumulation, always in pre-
cisely the same spot.

Llamas have a queer but effective way of
delending themselves when teased or made
angry, Stampioyg the fore feet nnd turning
suddenly hpon the object of rage, they will
eject between the teeth a pint, or more of
saliva, throwing 1t with t foree a dis-
tance of several feet. This saliva produces
a stinging sensation on the skin, and if it
gets into the mouth or eyes or on any place
where the skin is broken, violent inflamma-
tion is immediately ecaused, and deathly
blood poisoning has been known to ensue.
Therefore those who are acquainted with the
Eecnlinritlu of the beast are very careful to

eep on the right side of his temper, and at
a respectful distanve from his nose.

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IDLE GLASS WORKS,

Shortage of Fuel Gas Serionsly Crip-
pling a Great Industry,

SOME HOUSES RUNNING HALF TIME,

Manufactarers Unable to Fill Orders in
Consequence.

TRYING TO DEVISE SOME REMEDY

It is a startling fact, yet none the less
true, that, practically speaking, the great
glass industry of the Southside is at a stand-
still, owing fo a shortage of gas, and
whether or oot the varions manufacturers
will returu to the use of coal depends
largely upon the outcome of certain
new fields now in the course of develop-
ment. Many of the glasshouses are abso-
lutely idle, and bave been for the last ten
days. Others are doing the best they can—
operating about half the time. The great
difficulty with the majority of them lies in the
fact that their furnaces have been built es-
pecially for the use of gas, and they cannot
return to coal even if they desire without
first remodeling their furnacea.

All of the firms bave large! orders on
hand, many of which are pressing and the
inconvenience the manufacturers are put to,
ean only be imagined. The gas companies
promise 3 more liberal supply as soon as
certain new lines are connected up and the
manufaciurers are simply waiting, “pa-
tiently” as one of them put it yesterday, to
see what the result will be. A tour of the
glasshouses was made yesterday for the pur-
pose of aseertaining the exaot status of the
supply, with the following result:

TALKS WITH CONSUMERS.

A representative of the Peerless Glass
Works said: “We got so short of gas a
week ago that we actually had toshut down,
We cannot get a sufficient supply now to
operate on, and we have returned 1o the use
of coal. If the supply increases soon, or at
any time, we will use the gas, as we prefer
it to coal, but there will have to be & much
stronger pressure than there is now, if we
will be able to run with it. We havesa
Nicholson lurnace, and can use either gas
or coal.”

James Hogan, Jr., of Hogan, Evans &
Co., said: ‘“We are considerably back in
our orders by reason of the weak supply of
gas. We have not been able to operate half
the time since the summer shut-down. We
are working on the new spparatus that has
been proven & success st Geo. A. Macbeth &
Co's factory, and hope in a few days to be
able to run on what gas there ia The press-
ure has not been above twoounees this week,
and we cannot rum our factory on that
amount without some sort of a saving ap-

liance, Weare puiting it in now, uuf will

ready to start up the first of the week.”

Robert Cunniogham, of Cunningham &
Co., Twenty-sixth and Mary streets, said:
“We are idle, and I suppose we will bave
to remain idle until the Monongahela Gas
Company can give us more fuel. We have
two furnaces built especially for the use of
n.-abut we haveno gas to run them. I
understand that the gas company has a new
main, 3,000 feet in length, that they are con-
necting with the other mains, and they
promise us plenty of shortly. How long
we will be compelled to wait 1t is bard to
say. We are terribly back in our orders,
and it will take us nearly all winter to
cateh up.””

D. 0. Canningham, of D. 0. Canning-
ham & Co., was found resting on a lounge
in his officeftaking the mastter good-natared-
ly. “You see I am waiting patiently,
don't you,” said he. "“We have three
farnaces, but cancot run either of them.
We can run on a preity low pressure, too,
but some days our gauge don’t register at
all. Bome duys the pressure gets :‘high a8
three ounces, but it is mostly lower than
that. I don’t know what we will do if we
don't soon get a better supply. The com-
pany has promised it next week, and we
are hoping they will be able to keep their
promise.”

SOME ARE USING WOOD.

A representative of T. Campbell & Co.
said: *"We have not been able to run since
last Snndsy pight. That’s all I have to

At Phillips & Co."s the same information
was secured, but it was thought there that
they would be able to start up sgain on
Monday at the farthest. AtS. McKee's and
Ihmseu’'s it was learned they could melt but
wera compelled 10 use wood in the blow
furnaces and flattening ovens. Of conrse
they were upable to make as good time, but
still they could keep their factories in con-
stant operation.

George A. Macbeth & Co. is the only
firn that seems to really have the *‘dead-
wood'' on the supply. Baid Mr. Roth, of
that firm: "If we had not put in our uving
aspparatus we would be idle to-day, I teil
you it is a great thing. We have no diffi-
culty in operating right along. Both fact-
ories are runniong constantly, and I am sure
we haven’t bad over a two-otnnce pressure
this week, and sometimes not quite that
mjuch.”'y

From ull the information that eould be
gathered it would seem that the shortage is
of a temporary character, and is bly
not much worse than it has always at
this time of the year, whea the companies
are making their connections for the winter;
and yet the manufscturers ssem to feel its
effects with greater force this year than ever
belore. There is uotlumr'h inct that enters

into the question. reporter was
reminded of it one of the
manulacturers spoken to. BSaid he:

“Do you know that when gas was first
used by the manufacturers as a fuel, the
supply ran up to a 200-pound pressure?
Now, it is seldom vver 10 pounds at any
time and frequently not that. The low
pressure came afler the Chartiers Company
m{:bbledq and I think thers should
be a law prohibiting one corporstion from
swallowing up another. As soon as the com-
plﬁiion?.ll otted ont, we got the low
